The 
liquor trade was responsible for most of 
the cost of the police force, including the 
recent additions made to that body, and 
regulation of the traffic also cost money, 
(me day recently he had read that five 
drunks comprised the docket In the police 
court, while In one month, there had been 
157 cases before the magistrate, of which 
137 were due to the existence of the liquor 
traffic. In January the number of meals 
given In the police station was 864. In 
February 1.159. and In March 1,001. Be¬ 
sides this, it had cost the city quite a 
sum for nursing delirium tremens cases 
and in other ways.

C OMBUSTION taking place in the dome or 
top chamber of furnace fire-pot is the 
result of air and heat mingling with 
fumes.

If there was fusion, It produced a racial 
and social type Inferior to the Anglo-, 
Saxon. In the absence of fusion, the 
ultimate result of colored Immigration, 
consisting as .It usually did of low¬ 
er-ado laborers, could only be to create 
a "helot” class, for which no place 
could be found in a pure democracy. 
This latter objection did not, of course, 
obtain in South jjLfrlca, where resist¬ 
ance to Asiatic Immigration only be¬ 
came vehement as the economic and 
social differences between the prim¬ 
itive native and the highly civilised 
Asiatic began to be realised through 
direct experience. Without direct ex¬ 
perience—that frequent enemy of cher¬ 
ished theory—sentlrocnt in this coun¬ 
try Instinctively opposed tli’o principle 
of restriction, which seemed to conflict 
alike with the religious conception Ot 
brotherhood, the democratic conception 
o' equality, and the Imperial concep¬ 
tion of uniform citizenship.

The objection was entertained even In ¬ 
cases where the Immigrants themselves ' 
cordially an3 Joyously accepted the re¬ 
striction, and where their lot as Inden¬ 
tured laborers was infinitely better I 
than in their own land. Those facts 
were Inexorable, and he believed that i 
nope of those present, at any rate pone 
as old as himself, would see among the 
self-governing colonies the lightest dis¬ 
position to accept Asiatic Immigration 
except under restrictions, and restric¬ 
tions objected to on diffe r e nt, but for¬ 
midable grounds. There had recently 
been a very curious development of the 
trade union attitude In South Africa. 
He spoke of It with reserve, because It 
was contained In a report of a labor 
commission oh the Transvaal which he 
had not yet seen. But If the telegrams 
were correct, not only was objection 
raised to Asiatic competition with whits 
labor, but also to the competition of 
the Indigenous black labor. From the 
point of view of the high-minded ideal¬ 
ist the position was one which they 
would hesitate to accept. It was a 
strange system of world ethics which 
on the acquisition of a country by In¬ 
vasion and the dispossession of the 
aboriginal Inhabitants would dispute 
the rieht of the latter to work therein. 
(Cheers.) According to the telegrams 
Mr. Cresxvell was one of the most pro¬ 
nounced supporters of this peculiar 
doctrine, but it was to be hoped that 
the telegrams misrepresented the re¬ 
port. Whether this country could con¬ 
tinue Indefinitely to support the self- 
governing colonies in the policy of 
Asiatic exclusion was a question which 
gave one “38H&8I reason for pause. In 
effect the pretension of the Western 
nations was that they should freely 
compete throughout the whole East up¬ 
on terms of a bs o l ut e equaHty with the 
inhabitants of those lands, while the 
Easterns were to have no access what¬ 
ever to the West, or to those portions 
of It where their competition was likely 
to be formidable. That pretension 
brought them into a strange and rather 
- jc rlo uw - region- of thought- (Loud 
cheers.) "Free competition In your 
land; monopoly in ours”—that was the 
doctrine, and he quite agreed with Mr. 
Jebb that such a principle could only 
be maintained and asserted by force. 
And when they con sidered what India 
meant to the British Empire, and what 
a tremendous thing It would be If all 
the races In India were to unite against 
pretensions so paradoxical as that of 
monopoly on the one side and free 
competition on the other, he felt that, 
though the colonies might be able to 
maintain that position for 20 or 25 years 
It wao dou b tful whether »hnnH *w> 
able to support them indefinitely.

Passengers Killed and W 
Arabs In Ambush. 


LIPTON’S 

TEA 


A serious attack has been made by 
Arabs on the British steamer Blosse- 
Lynch, which sails between Bagdad 
and Bussorah. on the River Tigris, in 
Asiatic Turkey. 

The outrage occurred on Thursday. 
April 2, and the news of It. under date 
of April 6 th, came from Bushire in the 
form of a telegram which was pub¬ 
lished In England. The telegram said: 
”A rising has occurred among the 
Arab tribes In the Amara district, and 
the British steamer Blosse-Lynch. 
from Bagdad, was subjected to a heavy 
rifle-ftre on two occasions on Thursday 
In the vicinity of the Turkish camp 
just below Amara. Two passengers 
were killed and several wounded. 

"The Turkish pgtrol steamer Atone*, 
stationed at thp camp, accompanied 
tho Blosse-Lynch while under fire for 
about three hours, and returned tho 
fire of tho Insurgents.” 

The passengers were not Europeans, 
but British India traders. The Brltr_ 
Ish government on learning of the out¬ 
rage at once telegraphed to Mr. Bar¬ 
clay to press the Turkish government 
for the capture and punishment of the 
offenders.

The boy admitted that 
he had fired at and missed a grouse on 
the morning Spool was shot, but this Is 
the nearest that he could be connected 
with the shooting. 

It is said that It is very doubtful If ever 
a man recovered after his lung had been 
pierced by an expanding bullet, but tho 
doctors declare that there are good 
chances of Spool's recovery, ana expect 
that he will be out of danger before the 
end of this week.
